mittee, Mr. Burkett declared that ita 
action In making changes in the Phil- 
ippine amendment was sufflcent 
to 


cause senators to lose confidence In U. 
The original amendment, he' said, had 
been brought into the senate as ap- 
proved by the president, but in face of 
that fact the committee had brought 
in its recommendation for a reduction 
to seventy million In accordance with %

Fallows Discusses Crime. 


In the report of the committee on 


"Law Breakers" submitted last night, 
the rather unexpected statement was 
made that serious crimes against so- 
ciety are not increasing In the United 
States in. spite of the Inrush of foreign 
born people. 


The report of the committee, which 


wan submitted by its chairman, Rt. 
Rev. Samuel Fallows, of Chicago, con- 
tinues, that the so-called Increase of 
crime la due to the fact that misde- 
meanors are multiplying because ot the 
multiplying of petty laws which are 
enacted both In the states and various 
municipalities, and cites as examples, 
expectoration on the sidewalks, "flip- 
ping" street cars, giving or receiving 
transfers In some cities,' flipping pen- 
nies, buying and selling cigarettes. 


The 
committee recommends the 


adoption o fadult probation laws sim- 
ilar to those now enforced In eleven 
of the states, and the more general 
adoption of the indeterminate sentence 
law and its extension to Include mis- 
demeanors. 'The committee also urges 
some' kind of systematic relief for the 
needy members of families of convicts 
out of. their earnings.. 


Criminals Without Intent. 


"The criminal statistics of the coun- 


try are so full of errors as to be worth- 
less," declared Judge Emanuel Levine, 
of Cleveland. "Eighty per cent of the 
foreign-born persona written into our

• Bran and oatmeal bags are among 
the simplest and best of cleansing 
agents, and It is unfortunate that they 
are not used more often, for b(oth are 
inexpensive and the work of preparing 
them Is slight. 


Bran may be bought at a feed store 


or the druggist's, and bugs to put it In 
may.be Quickly made at home. These 
cases, 
fashioned 
from 
cheesecloth, 


should be about six Inches square and 
sewed on the 
machine or In small 


stitches with the lingers, leaving open 
only a sma.ll space in which to put the 
grain. 


One formula for preparing bran is to 


put three ounces of orris root, powder- 
ed, to six pounds of bran, mixing the 
two 
thoroughly. 
If 
wished, 
three 


ounces of Castile soap, scraped to a 
powder, may also be added. 
Each 


cheescloth bag must be half tilled with 
this mixture and then se\wd tightly 
together. 
A bag may be used not j 


more than three times and should be 
thrown into the bath as soon as the 
water Is drawn. As It should stand for 
tifteen or twenty minutes In order to 
soften the water, it Is well to draw the 
bath hotter than is desired. The sack 
of bran Is rubbed over, the body, or not. 
as one likes. The only way of drying 
it. for another time, is to hang it to 
drip. To squeeze It would extract a 
large part of Its beneficial properties. 


Oatmeal, at its best for these bags, 


should be of the old fashioned variety, 
boiled for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
This expands tho grains, so that the 
starch will bo easily extracted when 
thrown again Into hot water. To live 
pounds of this should be added a pound 


of powdered orris root and a pound of 
almond meal. These two last Ingred- 
ients, that add materially to the ex- 
pense, may be omitted, using In their 
place Castile soap as suggested for the 
bran mixtture. Orris, while desirable 
for its scenting properties. Is not es- 
sential. 


A tonic mixture, goo.d fpr the skin 


and stimulating in effect, for the bath, 
is particularly recommended for per- 
sons of florid complexion and has the 
merit of not being expensive. It is 
made from a gram each of bromide of 
potassium and carbonate of lime. 300 
grams of carbonate 
of soda, eight 


grams of phosphate of soda, five grains 
of sulphate of soda, one gram of sul- 
phate of alumina, three grams of sul- 
phate of iron and a gram each of oils 
of lavender, thyme and rosemary. This I 
is sufficient for one good bath, but t 
mixture might be Increased in quantity; 
so there would be enough for several f 
different Immersions. Three times a 
week would be a sufficient number ot J 
times to put it In the tub. Like the 
others, It should be put into a bag. 
so the drain pipe will not become clog- j 
gerl. 


Very pleasant baths are made by I 


scenting with some of the essential 
oils. For example, a few drops of oil,] 
of lavender in a tub of warm water] 
will give a fragrant odor to the skin. 1 
A mlxturo of equal parts of lavender.il 
thyme and rosemary is a pleasant com-J 
bination. Care must be taken not to,] 
use too much at a time, or the odor tsJ 
•unpleasant. A teaspoonful Is a largej 
quantity for n tub.
